The invention relates to a process for producing a seamless metal foil and metal 
foil catalyst carrier body which includes a seamless one piece body having an interior 
with hold formed therein; a inner contour delimiting the hole and an outer contour and a 
structure with radially running wave peaks and wave valleys extending from the inner 
contour to the outer contour the wave peaks and wave valleys having a wave height 
being constant in radial direction and having a wave length increases in radial direction 
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which has not been taught either singularly or in combination by the prior art. The 
construction of the metal foil simplifies the production of catalytic converter honeycomb 
bodies through which gas can flow in the radial direction.
